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FOREWORD 


The 1946 catalogues are the first for these too many years to go 
forth into a world which for the most part is at peace again. If only 
mutual understanding, good wiil, and the expanding biessings of a 
humane science are allowed to disseminate themselves not too bad- 
ly hampered by cancerous ideologies or the prideful ambitions ot 
tyrannous men, there seems no valid reason why mankind can not 
march with firm, undaunted tread along the grand highway to a 
better worid. Filled with the earnestness of this hope we turn to our 
gardens as an important never-failing standby for strength, en- 
couragement, sanity, and inspiration, their good happily not con- 
fined within their walls or to ourselves alone, but to be shared with 
all who pass, with those less blessed indeed, and no less with those 
more richly endowed. It remains incumbent on all of us to avoid un- 
due use of needed basic materials and I shall therefore wait at least 
one more year before resuming a formal descriptive catalogue. The 
money instead will be put into the acquisition of new and beautiful 
subjects to be shared with you as rapidly as they can be tested and 
suitable stocks accumulated. 


So many people ask me each year for basic advice in choosing 
planis, and I aiways reply with so much the same general precepts, 
that this may not be an inappropriate place to outline them. There 
are two ways to make a garden attractive and interesting. One, of 
course is to arrange one’s material solely for beautiful and artistic 
effect. The other is to devote one’s space to the growth of plants of 
outstanding interest in themselves. Now one of the most beautiful 
large gardens I have ever been privileged to enjoy was one in which 
the owner achieved a lovely and at some seasons almost overwhelm- 
ing effect by the lavish use in well-planned combination of very 
common material. I have pondered this garden many times but al- 
ways with the thought how much more it would have justified all 
that expenditure of fine taste and effort if here and there had been 
included some particularly arresting shrub or tree, some group of 
uncommon perennials of special suitability to the position chosen to 
lend distinction to the planting and enhance rather than impair its 
beauty. Contrariwise one sees many a garden of rarities planted 
without the least consideration of their associates or setting. 
Like the museum it resembles, such a garden may be profoundly 
interesting, but modern museums are learning willy-nilly that artis- 
try in display is of nearly as great value as the rarity of the objects 
and I see no reason why even the most amateurish of our gardens, 
the smallest no less than the largest, should not be constructed on the 
same principle. The expense of the plants, even though some de- 
sired items be relatively costly as plants go, is after all the least of 
the major considerations, particularly here in California where land, 
labor, and water always constitute the real costs. In the end it will 
be a more fruitful investment all around if the planting is arranged, 
not in the cheapest manner possible, but in one which measures up 
to the unavoidable expense of the foundation. Once established it 
costs no more to take care of top-notch plants than those altogether 
ordinary, while the return is vastly greater. 
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A number of very nice new offerings are included this year for the 
first time and are marked with an asterisk in the list. Among my 
1946 iris introductions are two large and striking flowers in tones of 
rosy red, one of which, ROSE TANAGER, ought to have been intro- 
duced several years ago. It was withheld because of the pale line 
which runs down the fall, and I hoped that in the seedling beds an- 
other similar one might turn up lacking that feature. As this hope 
has been thus far unrewarded and the plant is otherwise so fine, 
especially for its garden effect, I have decided to share it and at a 
lower introductory price than would otherwise have been the case. 
Another unusual novelty is the aptly named WHITE JABOT, a cyno- 
sure for its clear bright color and the dainty development of its 
throat venation, so commonly more of a breeder’s nightmare rather 
than a source of distinction in the run of his seedlings. Perhaps not 
everyone will like this as well as I do, but to many I am sure it will 
appeal very much. It should be of special value for cutting. One of 
the outstanding plants in the whole garden this spring was the im- 
posing iris PEACOCK THRONE, first introduced from a very small 
stock in 1942. It is far and away the finest thing in its color class 
that I know and those who pass it up are missing out on something 
extremely good. Moreover, it is of the strongest and sturdiest ‘growth, 
though in my heavy soil of only moderate increase. 


Some oversold items are temporarily omitted from the list, while 
two or three have been dropped because the commercial stock, per- 
haps all the stock, has been found badly broken to mosaic. It is 
especially hard to forego listing of the glorious daffodil CONTENT, 
which seems to grow with such vigor and abandon here, but so far 
as I have been able to learn the entire stock which has come over to 
us carries a mild form of roughened “streak”, not very dissimilar to 
what one sees in the old WEARDALE PERFECTION. To those who 
wish to use this interesting plant in breeding, however, I can still 
furnish a very few bulbs at $10 each. 


I am always glad to make up special collections on order, where 
the customer is undecided how best to choose for himself, giving 
due attention where possible to color preferences and to whether it 
is intended to cover a long season or plant for a period of shorter 
but more abundant bloom. 


When it comes to daffodils and similar bulbs it is apparent that I 
cannot too often repeat the emphatic admonition, ORDER EARLY! 
Not only will you find that you are well repaid by early planting of 
your buJbs, but you will stand a better chance of getting what you 
want. Except where I receive advance orders I can not possibly get 
more than a small fraction of my bulbs dug in any given year, 
while furthermore stocks of some varieties are so limited anyway 
that any sort of a run quickly exhausts them. You may rely on my 
filling your order as specified and to the best of my ability as long 
as a good bulb remains available, but if your order MUST be late it 
is only fair to me to list a few second choices. PLEASE be good 
enough to do this. There may be some who will be interested in a 
concluding word that I still have a small remaining stock of many 
of my old catalogues. People often ask for these, and I will be glad 
to mail a series of them to anyone who cares enough to send me 
ten or fifteen cents in stamps to cover postage.

Nerine, a very fair array of freesias and Hemerocallis, and divers 
odds and ends of small bulbs, rock plants, peonies, herbs and other 
perennials. Late spring and early summer and again the fall are in 
general the most favorable times to secure stock for planting, but to 
view the flowers our spring months are best, February and March for 
daffodils and April to May for irises. Do not, however, look for any 
signboard at the garden beyond the street-number, for even at the 
cost of some business, we are devoted believers in the slogan,
